BOLSHEVISM; WHAT IT REALLY IS

OLSHEVISM is not a rule of the majority 
and it does not claim to he, but on the 


other hand it is the rule by force of arms of n 
minority. Therefore the power of the present 
rulers of Russia rests uyon exactly the same 
basis as that upon which rested the power of 
the czar and his grand dukes. Bolshevism is 
not democracy, but violently hates democracy. 


The peasants are in the majority in Russia 


and they do not favor sovietism. They only 
submit because they have to. They are cowed 
by a small group of fanatics who hold control 
over the army. Bolshevism is not a Russian 
or Slavic movement., Neither is it "the nat- 
ural expression of the Slavic genius" nor "the 
traditional Russian idea of democracy," as its 
apologists in America would have Americana 
believe. All Russians, whether for or against 
bolshevism, hail it as something new or inter- 
national. If you should suggest to a sovietist 
that his cause is in any degree either a national 
or traditional development, he would fppl in- 
sulted. 


Bolshevism is in no sense a development 


of the Russian mir, the historic peasant form 
of democracy by village government. 
Quito 


to the contrary, the Soviets oppose the mir. 
They fear it and have done all in their power 
to replace it by village committees. 


It is also stated authoritatively that three- 


fourths of the self-chosen leaders 
nf 
the 


Soviets have a German dialect, and that they 
have scarcely any contact with the. Russian 
peasant people. It would appear that, bolshc- 
•visin is the incarnation of class struggle, class 
consciousness and class hate. It is a sect and 
not a political party. It does not have as its 
object the orderly government of Russia. In 
reality, its object is to create a revolution thru- 


tons in other ways, the increased output more 
Hum made good these reductions. American 
ship production in 1917 totaled 1,034,296 tons. 


In nne year, ending June 30, 1918, Ameri- 


can ships sunk by the enemy totaled 180,000 
tons. On the other hand, the American mer- 
chant marine was a gainer thru the seizure of 
90 enemy ships of a total of 591,747 gross tons. 
These were vessels in American ports seized 
when the United States entered the war. They 
were made seaworthy after having been par- 
tially dismantled by their German crews, and 
aided 
in transporting American troops to 


France. 


The United States did not enter the war. 


for gain, but rather to aid in protecting the 
weak against the strong. The facts show that, 
so far as the merchant marine is concerned at 
least, this country lost nothing, as the ships 
seized were worth more than those destroyed. 


The war vessels allotted to the United 


States, from the defeated German navy, win 
eventually be sunk.

OUR MERCHANT MARINE 


A 


RRIVAL a few days ago in New York har- 
bor of a German dreadnought, a cruiser 


and torpedo boat destroyers, America's share 
of the kaiser's navy, directs attention to the 
shipping gains and losses of the United States 
In the world war; 


Statistics indicate that 
the 
losses 
to 


America's merchant marine during 
the war 


totaled 343,090 gross tons of merchant ship- 
ping from August. 1914 until the armistice. 
Compared to the sea going tonnage of over 
11,000,000 tons represented by the 8,000 ves- 
sels now comprising the American merchant 
marine, the loss of 3-13,000 tons thru enemy 
attack no longer seems large. 


This lost tonnage equaled the total output 


of American shipyards of 1914. It. exceeded 
the tonnage built, in the United States in either 
1915 or 1916. 
However, in 1917, responding 


to world demand, 
American 
ship-building 


struck its stride and despite the sinking of 
71,000 tons that year and the loss of 159,000
